SUP-STITCH 

This is the method used lor turning up hems or 
stitching double neckbands in place. Work one stiich 
into each cast-on or cast-oft stitch to be sure that the 
work wilt be elasiic. Always be sure that the sLitches 
follow up evenly and do riot form a crooked line. 



BACK-STITCH SEAM 

This is the method most commonly used for joining 
knitted garments. The seam should be sewn one full 
stitch in from the end of each row so ihat all seams will 
be even. One stitch should be worked over every row. 
Dam in all ends of yarn after sewing seams.

KNITTING UP STITCHES. 

This IS the method used for neckbands, armhole 
bands, etc. Hold work in Jeft hand with rlghl Side 
facing you. Hold working needle and yarn m right 
hand. Insert point of needle I h rough work from Iront to 
back, Wrap yarn round point ot needle and knit a 
stitch. 

When working along a casi-off edge, insert needle 
under both loops of casl-off stitch, arrd knii up one 
stitch In each casl-olf stitch. (Diagram A). 

When working along side edge, insert needle inside 
one full strtch from the edge (i.e, behind 2 loops of 
stitch, not just the edge loop). (Diagram 6), 

You will find along Ihts edge that there is alternately 
one long and one short stitoh. ft you require less 
stitches than there are along this edge, always knit up 
through the shod stitches and omit some of the long 
stitches. (Diagram C). 

Before commencing, always count Ihe number of 
rows you have and compare it to the number of 
stitches you require, then you will be able lo make any 
adjustmenls evenly along Ihe lenglh of Ihe work, 

U you find it difficult lo knil up stitches neatly, try using 
needles 1 or 2 sizes finer Ihan those in Ihe 
inslruclions “ bul do not (orgeE to change back lo the 
correct size for knitting Ihe band.

KNITTING STITCH EMBROIDERY 

Interest can be added to garmenis with Knitting Stitch Embroidery — this 
is very easy to do, especiaNy if you do Ihe embroidery before sewing up the 
garment. 

Knitting stitch is worked over each knified stitch wiih a contrasting colour. 
It is necessary to use yarn of the same thickness as the Knitted garmeni lo 
cover the stitches. Be careful not to pull Ihe stilch too firmly and U wifi cover 
Ihe existing stitch completely. 

A completed stitch looks like a "V". Each square on the graph represents 
one stitch^ It is a good idea, before beginning, to colour in Ihe graph in the 
colours to be used. Begin at lower edge of graph, on the right-hand side. 





Using a tapestry or knitters 
needle, bring Ihe needle 
from the back through the 
centre of the siKch below 
Ihe one to be covered, 
‘Then from right to left 
under bolh strands of 
si itch above Ihe one lo be 
covered. 



Bring needle back to ttie 
start ot Ihe stHch, take 
needle behind 2 strands in 
row below and up into the 
centre ot next stitch.
